School Tax 
Reduction 
Chance Held 


Rare Items

^ During the last 12 months’ per¬ 
iod for which .statistics arc 
' available, out-of-state motor 
[tourists did enough driving in¬ 
side Southern California to total 
2301 trips lo the Moon! 

Or, practically .speaking, ac¬ 
cording to the All-Year Club, 
which this week released the 
rcsulls of a survey into tourist 
spendings, they drove a total 
of 550,(K)0,000 miles. This docs 
not include mileage of the trip 
from and back to their homes. 

"To do this, Ihey brought a 
total of 44,000.000 gallons of 
gasoline in Southern California,” 
explained Don Thomas, manag¬ 
ing director of the community 
tourist promotion organization. 

“This, in turn, was enough to 
keep over 600 of our service 
stations and all their employ¬ 
ees profitably busy doing noth¬ 
ing else but fill up tourists’ gas 
tanks. 

"And the gasoline lax from 
these tourist sales amounted to 
$1,320,682, which is a sizeable 
tax load thus lifted from the 
shoulders of local residents.” 

Altogether, Thomas said, the 
survey shows Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s community tourist busi¬ 
ness is a very big business, in¬ 
deed. 

“The $6,647,433 which these 
visitors spent on their gasoline 
purchases was just a small slice 
of the money they brought into 
our economy here,” he explaln-
